DUNBARTON'S  OFFICIAL  SEAL  RELATES  STORY 


All  official  seals  have  their  meanings  but  few  were  designed  to 
tell  a  csartplete  story,  as  does  the  seal  of  Dunbarton. 

For  across  the  face  of  the  seal  sixteen  year  old  Caleb  Stark  ccxvbs 
a-galloping  on  horseback,  bound  for  Bunker  Hill  to  join  his  famous 
father.  General  John  Stark. 

In  his  excitement  he  has  apparently  forgotten  sane  articles  of 
clothing,  and  two  friends  are  chasing  after  him  waving  the  articles 
frantically  in  an  atterpt  to  catch  his  attention.  No  one  knows  if 
they  were  sucessful. 

What  is  known  is  that  young  Caleb  joined  his  father  in  Boston  on 
that  fateful  night  in  1775,  and  served  with  General  Stark's  Revolutionary 
troops  the  following  day  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill. 

It  was  ten  years  later  that  Caleb  and  his  father  together  built  the 
fine  old  Stark  Mansion  in  Dunbarton,  as  a  hate  for  Caleb. 

The  seal  was  designed  in  1936  by  Henry  Milbum,  a  former  selectman, 
and  has  been  used  on  town  reports  since  that  time.  It  was  not  until 
March  9,  1965,  at  town  meeting,  however,  that  it  was  officially  adopted 
as  the  town  seal.

SELECTMENS  MESSAGE 


One  of  the  greatest  probleans  we  have  been  faced  with  in  1987  is  the 
need  for  space.  The  Elementary  School  needs  nore  area  to  provide  quality 
education  for  our  children,  the  Town  Library  struggles  along  in  cranped 
quarters,  as  do  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards.  The  Town  Hall  has  been 
measured  for  capacity  and  the  upper  floor  can  hold  a  maximum  of  226  people. 
The  fire  equiprent  is  carefully  arranged  within  the  walls  of  the  department 
building  so  everything  will  fit. 

It  seeins  we  are  outgrowing  our  buildings  as  the  town  grows  in  popula- 
tion. Not  surprising,  but  solutions  are  difficult  and  needless  to  say, 
costly.  The  proposal  being  made  by  the  School  Board  this  year  is  the 
result  of  many  long  hours  given  generously  by  a  large  number  of  concerned 
Dunbarton  people.  The  first  meeting  began  immediately  after  the  1987  Town 
Meeting  and  was  held  with  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  Library  Trustees 
and  Selectmen.  In  subsequent  meetings  more  groups  became  active  and  sub- 
catimittees  were  formed.  Numerous  plans  were  presented,  researched  and 
refined  until  the  right  conbination  of  effective  space  use  and  econory 
evolved.  Rather  than  coming  to  you  at  School  Meeting  and  Town  Meeting 
with  several  building  proposals  we  are,  instead,  united  in  presenting  a 
plan  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  Dunbarton  ccsnmunity. 

Another  area  advancing  Dunbarton  this  year  is  that  of  the  ccarputer. 
Although  we  are  in  need  of  the  new  printer  that  has  been  included  in  our 
budget,  we  are  very  pleased  with  the  work  that  Steve  Allen,  systems  pro- 
grairmer,  has  done  for  the  Town.  The  budget  accounting  program  he  has 
written  and  installed  for  us  is  an  excellent  tool  and  keeps  us  many  times 
more  current  than  the  manual  system  previously  used  in  this  office.  Steve 
has  also  nearly  completed  a  more  accurate  property  inventory  program  and 
this  should  alleviate  most  of  the  errors  that  pop  up  at  tax  billing  time. 
He  will  be  adding  vrord  processing  to  the  conputer  this  year  —  essential 
today  in  offices  handling  the  volume  of  paperwork  we  see,  and  Janice  will 
be  pleased  vdien  it  comes  time  to  prepare  the  Town  Report  next  year! 

The  rescue  vehicle  was  received  late  in  Septeanber  and  is  equipped  and 
ready  to  use  v^en  needed.  The  Fire  Department  is  requesting  money  at  the 
1988  Town  Meeting  to  set  up  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  future  purchase 
of  a  new  purtper.  This  will  help  to  avoid  a  large  expense  being  inciorred 
in  a  single  year. 

Bela  Brook  bridge  on  Grapevine  Road  is  still  on  our  construction  pro- 
ject list.  In  1987,  approximately  one  mile  of  road  was  paved  in  Dunbarton 
and  the  gravel  section  of  Black  Brook  Road  was  corpleted.  Although  paving 
is  very  costly,  the  results  make  maintenance  easier  and  less  expensive 
due  to  decreased  salt,  sand  and  labor  usage.  Gravel  continues  to  be  a 
problem  to  us,  first  because  of  limited  availability  and  secondly,  because 
of  the  high  price  it  carries  v^^ere  it  is  available. 

Our  roads  suffered  seme  flood  damage  during  the  first  week  of  April, 
particularly  on  gravel  roads  v^re  brooks  and  streams  cross.  The  culverts 
could  not  accept  the  high  volume  of  water  and  damage  occurred.  We  received

approximately  $14,000  from  the  Federal  Government  for  repairs  through 
the  help  of  the  Federal  Qtiergency  Manageanent  Administration. 

We  have  the  ongoing  problem  of  recruiting  Dunbarton  citizens  to  fill 
positions  on  various  boards  and  conmittees.  We  seriously  need  concerned 
people  v^TO  are  willing  to  give  a  conmitment  of  their  time  and  energy  to 
serve  without  pay  or  reward.  The  satisfaction  of  helping  your  community 
and  taking  part  in  it  becomes  an  award  in  itself. 

We  want  to  express  the  greatest  of  thank  yous  to  all  the  departments, 
boards,  catmissions,  cotimittees  and  individuals  v^X)  have  committed  their 
time  and  energy  this  year  and  have  done  a  fine  job  for  our  Town.

24.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  cotimittees,  and  other  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive 
and  expend  any  or  all  funds  for  the  purposes  for  v*iich  they  are  granted. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  the  Selectmen  authority  to  dispose  of  any 
property  acquired  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anti- 
cipation of  taxes.

Any  person  vte)  shall  continue  any  work  in  or  about  the  structure 
after  having  been  served  with  a  stop  work  order,  except  such  work 
as  that  person  is  directed  to  perform  to  remove  a  violation  or 
unsafe  conditions,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  no  less  than  $50.00 
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per  c3ay  or  more  than  $100.00  per  day  for  each  day  of  any  work  con- 
tinued after  having  been  served  with  a  stop  work  order.  This  penalty 
provision  is  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  provisions  v^iich  may 
apply  under  local,  state  or  federal  rules,  regulations  or  procedures. 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  adopt  the  following  Ordinance: 

WHEPEAS,  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  (the  "Town")  has  determined  that  j.t  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  its  citizens  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  solid 
waste  through  a  centralized  solid  waste,  refuse-to-energy  facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  has  entered  into  an  Agreement  for  Formation  of  the 
Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste/Resource  Recovery  Cooperative,  amended  and 
restated  on  December  10,  1987  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement")  pursuant  to 
N.H.  RSA  Chapters  53A  and  292,  Chapter  114  of  the  1985  New  Hampshire 
Session  Laws  and  Chapter  139  of  the  1986  New  Hampshire  Session  Laws,  for 
the  purpose  of  jointly  exercising  with  the  other  Cooperative  members  their 
power  and  authority  for  the  disposal  of  solid  waste;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Service  Contract  between  the  Coopera- 
tive and  SES  Concord  Carpany,  L.  P.  (the  "Corpany") ,  dated  December  2,  1985 
and  amended  August  18,  1987  (the  "Service  Contract")  the  Cooperative  is 
required  to  deliver  minimum  quantities  of  Acceptable  Waste  (as  defined 
herein)  to  a  refuse-to-energy  facility  to  be  constructed  in  Concord,  New 
Hampshire  by  the  Ccnpany  (the  "Waste  Plant") ;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  the  Town  is 
required  to  deliver  minimum  quantities  of  Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste 
Plant;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health,  safety 
and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  the  Town  to  exercise  its 
authority  to  control  the  collection,  transportation  and  disposal  of  solid 
waste  generated  within  its  borders  to  ensure  the  delivery  of  minimum 
quantities  of  Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste  Plant. 

NCW  THEREFORE,  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  in  N.H.  RSA  Chapters 
149-M:13,  149-M:21  and  31:39,  the  Town  adopts  the  following  ordinance, 
to  be  known  as  the  Town  of  Dunbarton,  New  Hampshire,  Solid  Waste  Flow 
Control  Ordinance: 

Section  1^  -   Definitions: 

Acceptable  Waste  means  (a)  household  garbage,  trash,  rubbish  and  re- 
f use ,  originating  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Town,  normally  collected 
or  disposed  of,  or  caused  to  be  collected  or  disposed  of,  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Cooperative  or  its  members,  as  a  result  of  residential  pickups  or 
deliveries;  and  (b)  such  types  of  agricultural,  comiercial  and  light 
industrial  waste  originating  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Town  as  are 
normally  collected  or  disposed  of  or  caused  to  be  collected  or  disposed 
of  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Town  but  excluding  Hazardous  Waste  and  Unaccept- 
able Waste. 

Facility  means  the  transfer  station  or  other  sites  as  areas  designated 
by  the  selectmen  within  or  outside  the  borders  of  the  Town  for  the  delivery 
or  disposal  of  Acceptable  Waste  collected  within  the  borders  of  the  Town 
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pursuant  to  this  Ordinance. 

Hazardous  Waste  means  (a)  waste  containing  explosive,  toxic  or 
pathological  substances;  (b)  waste  defined  or  classified  as  hazardous 
waste  at  any  time  under  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act,  as 
amended  (42  USC  Sections  6901,  et  seq.),  N.H.  RSA  147A  as  amended,  or 
any  other  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  law,  or  any  regulation  there- 
under, or  waste  defined  by  any  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  law,  or 
any  regulations  thereunder  as  low  level  or  high  level  radioactive  waste; 

(c)  waste  prohibited  for  incineration  by  any  local,  state  or  federal  agency 
with  jiorisdiction  over  the  Waste  Plant  because  of  its  toxic  nature;  (d) 
waste  (other  than  Acceptable  Waste  of  the  character  referred  to  in  claiise 

(a)  of  the  definition  of  "Acceptable  Waste")  the  processing  of  v^ch  would 
result  in  Hazardous  Waste  under  (a)  ,  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  definition;  or  (e) 
containers  v^ich  hold  or  v^iich  previously  have  held  waste  described  under 

(a) ,  (b)  or  (c)  above.  If  any  governmental  entity  having  jurisdiction 
shall  determine  that  any  substances  v,hich  are  not,  as  of  the  date  of  this 
Ordinance,  considered  harmful  or  of  a  toxic  nature  or  dangerous,  are 
harmful,  toxic  or  dangerous,  such  substances  shall  thereafter  be  deemed 
Hazardous  Waste. 

Person  means  any  natural  person,  partnership,  corporation,  association 
or  other  legal  entity. 

Solid  Waste  shall  have  the  meaning  prescribed  by  the  Division  of  Solid 
Waste  Management  of  the  New  Hanpshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
as  set  forth  in  N.H.  Admin.  Rules,  He-P  1901.2. 

Unacceptable  Waste  means  (a)  pathological  and  biological  waste,  oil 
sludge,  cesspool  or  other  human  waste,  human  remains,  street  sweepings, 
large  items  of  machinery  and  equipment  such  as  autotobile  and  vehicular 
parts  (except  tires) ,  trailers,  agricultural  equipn:ent,  marine  vessels, 
or  similar  items,  farm  and  other  large  machinery,  wire  and  cable  frcm 
industrial  sources,  plastics  from  industrial  sources  in  excess  in  total  of 
five  (5)  percent  of  the  Town's  Waste  Plant  wasteload,  foundry  sands,  tree 
stunps,  liquid  wastes  and  slurries,  explosives  (including  ajnmunition  and 
firearms) ,  radioactive  materials;  (b)  any  item  of  waste  exceeding  six 
feet  six  inches  in  any  one  of  its  dimensions  or  being  in  vstole  or  in  part 
a  solid  mass,  the  solid  portion  of  which  has  dimensions  such  that  a  sphere 
with  a  diameter  of  eight  (8)  inches  could  be  contained  within  such  solid 
portion;  (c)  animal  remains,  dirt,  concrete  and  other  non-burnable  con- 
struction material  and  demolition  debris;  and  chemicals  fron  industrial 
and  conmercial  sources  such  as  cleaning  fluids,  petroleum  products,  paints, 
acids,  caustics,  pesticides,  insecticides,  poisons,  drugs  or  other  materials 
the  processing  of  v^ich  the  Catpany  reasonably  believes  wDuld  pose  a  threat 
to  health  or  safety  or  the  processing  of  v^ch  may  cause  damage  to  the 
Waste  Plant;  (d)  any  waste  v\*iich,  if  processed,  would  violate  or  cause  the 
violation  of  any  judicial  decision,  order  or  action  of  any  federal,  state, 
or  local  government  or  any  agency  thereof  or  applicable  law;  and  (e) 
Hazardous  Waste. 

Section  II  -  Regulated  Activity 

(a)  All  Acceptable  Waste  originating  or  collected  within  the  municipal 
boundaries  of  the  Town  shall  be  delivered  to  and  deposited  for  disposal 
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at  the  Waste  Plant  or  the  Facility  as  designated  by  the  selectmen. 

(b)  No  Person  shall  deliver  or  cause  the  delivery  of  any  Solid  Waste 
originating  outside  the  municipal  boiondaries  of  the  Town  to  the  Facility 
without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Town.  No  Person  shall  deliver 
or  cause  the  delivery  of  any  Unacceptable  Waste  or  Hazardous  Waste  to 
the  Waste  Plant  or  the  Facility.  No  Person  shall  cause  or  allow  Solid 
Waste  originating  outside  the  Town  v^ch  is  delivered  to  the  Waste  Plant 
by  such  Person  to  be  credited  against  the  quantity  of  Acceptable  Waste 
received  or  accepted  at  the  Waste  Plant  for  the  account  of  the  Town. 
Any  Person  delivering  Solid  Waste  originating  both  within  and  outside 
the  municipal  boundaries  of  the  Town  to  the  Waste  Plant  shall  take 
adequate  precautions  to  insure  such  waste  is  credited  to  the  account  of  the 
appropriate  party.  No  Person  shall  deliver  or  cause  the  delivery  of 
Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste  Plant  in  any  vehicle  with  a  gross  vehicle 
v^ight  of  less  than  27,500  pounds. 

Section  III  -  Licensing 

(a)  No  Person  shall  collect,  transport  or  deliver  Solid  Waste  originat- 
ing within  the  Town  without  obtaining  a  license  fran  the  selectmen, 
except  that  a  Person  that  collects,  transports  or  delivers  Solid  Waste 
exclusively  in  a  vehicle  or  vehicles  with  a  gross  vehicle  weight  of  less 
than  12,000  pounds  shall  not  be  required  by  this  section  to  obtain  such 

a  license. 

(b)  Any  Person  required  by  this  Ordinance  to  obtain  a  license  shall 
make  application  to  the  selectmen,  providing  the  infonrBtion  required. 
Each  application  shall  be  accorpanied  by  a  nonrefundable  application  fee 
of  $100.00. 

(c)  The  application  shall  contain  all  information  required  by  the 
selectmen,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  description  of  the  activities 
engaged  in,  e.g.  collection,  transportation  or  delivery  of  Acceptable 
Waste;  type  and  amount  of  waste  handled;  a  description  of  the  facilities 
operated  and  used;  and  an  equipment  inventory,  including  a  description  of 
the  make,  model  and  year  of  each  vehicle  used  for  the  collection  or  trans- 
portation of  solid  waste.  Licenses  shall  be  renewed  annually  and  all 
information  provided  in  the  initial  application  shall  be  revised  upon 
application  for  license  renewal.   If  the  selectmen  shall  determine  the 
application  is  incorplete,  they  shall  notify  the  applicant  in  writing 

of  the  specific  information  necessary  to  ccnplete  it.  The  selectmen  shall 
be  informed  irrmediately  in  writing  of  any  changes  in  or  additions  to 
equiptnent  including  vehicles. 

(d)  Licenses  issued  hereunder  shall  not  be  trans ferrable. 

(e)  All  licenses  shall  expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  unless 
otherwise  stated  on  the  license  or  revoked  or  suspended  sooner  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

(f)  The  annual  license  fee  shall  be  $100.00  for  each  applicant  licensed. 
In  the  event  the  selectmen  deny  a  license  application,  they  shall  notify 
the  applicant  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  reasons  for  the  denial.  Upon 
such  notice,  the  applicant  may  request  a  hearing  in  accordance  with  the 
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procedures  in  Section  VI. 

Section  IV  -  Suspension  and  Revocation 

(a)  Any  license  issued  under  this  Ordinance  may  be  suspended  or  re- 
voked by  order  of  the  selectinen  after  the  selectmen  shall  have  notified 
the  licensee  in  writing  of  the  intent  to  suspend  or  revoke,  the  reasons 
therefore  and  the  licensee  has  had  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  in 
accordance  with  the  procedures  in  Section  VI. 

(b)  A  license  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  for  the  following  causes: 
(i)  violation  of  this  ordinance;  (ii)  violation  of  any  provision  of  any 
state  or  local  law,  ordinance,  code  or  regulation  relating  to  this 
ordinance,  including  but  not  limited  to  N.H.  RSA  149-M  or  any  environ- 
mental law;  (iii)  violation  of  any  license  condition  or  (iv)  falsehoods, 
misrepresentations  or  emissions  in  the  license  application. 

Section  V  -  Hearings 

Any  Person  denied  a  license  or  vtose  license  is  proposed  to  be  suspended 
or  revoked  pursuant  to  Section  IV  shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  before 
the  selectmen,  if  such  request  is  made  in  writing  within  20  days  of  the 
licensee's  receipt  of  the  notice  of  denial  or  proposed  suspension  or 
revocation. 

(b)  A  hearing  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  within  30 
days  after  receipt  by  the  selectmen  of  the  written  request  for  a  hearing. 

(c)  The  licensee  or  applicant  shall  be  notified  in  writing  as  to  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  hearing  date. 
The  applicant  or  licensee  has  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel  to 
offer  evidence  and  to  cross  examine  witnesses. 

(d)  A  determination  shall  be  made  by  the  selectmen  within  20  days  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  a  notice  of  the  decision  shall  be  served 
upon  the  applicant  or  licensee  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested. 

(e)  A  final  determination  relative  to  the  denial,  suspension  or  re- 
vocation of  a  license  and  the  period  of  suspension  or  revocation  shall  take 
effect  as  provided  in  the  notice  but  no  later  than  10  days  after  the  date 
notice  of  such  final  determination  has  been  mailed  by  certified  mail, 
return  receipt  requested  to  the  licensee  or  applicant.  Such  final  deter- 
mination shall  be  conclusive.  Notice  of  the  final  determination  shall  set 
forth  the  reasons  for  the  denial,  suspension  or  revocation  and  the  effective 
dates  thereof,  together  with  a  statement  that  such  decision  may  be  appealed 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

(f)  Any  claim  arising  out  of  or  relating  to  a  final  determination  shall 
be  reviewable  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  Haitpshire. 

Section  VI  -  Administration 

This  Ordinance  shall  be  administered  by  the  selectmen,  v^ose  powers 
and  duties  are  as  follows:   (a)  to  adopt  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
as  needed  to  enforce  this  Ordinance  including  without  limitation,  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  delivery  of  Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste 
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Plant  or  the  Facility;  (b)  to  consider  all  license  applications  and  to 
grant  or  deny  each  application  within  60  days  after  receipt  of  a  ccnpleted 
application  at  the  Town  offices  or  within  such  other  time  as  the  selectmen 
and  the  applicant  shall  agree  is  reasonable;  (c)  to  review  any  alleged 
violations  of  this  Ordinance,  and  to  irtpose  appropriate  penalties  there- 
fore after  notice  and  hearing  as  required  by  this  Ordinance;  and  (d)  to 
institute  necessary  proceedings  either  legal  or  equitable  to  enforce  this 
Ordinance. 

Section  VII  -  Enforcement  and  Penalties 

(a)  Any  Personal  v^o  violates  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  for  each  such  violation. 

(b)  Any  Person  v^o  violates  this  Ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine, 
payable  to  the  Town,  of  not  more  than  $1,000.00  for  each  such  violation. 

Section  VIII  -  Conflict  and  Severability 

(a)  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  supersede  all  other  local 
laws,  ordinances,  resolutions,  rules  or  regulations  contrairy  hereto  or 
in  conflict  herewith. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  severable  and  if  any 
phrase,  clause  or  sentence  or  provision  or  the  application  thereof  to 
any  person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this 
Ordinance  and  the  application  thereof  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  IX  -  Amendment 

This  Ordinance  may  be  anended  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  ordinance 
of  the  Town,  subject  to  the  Town's  continuing  obligations  under  the 
Cooperative  Agreement  and  the  Cooperative's  obligations  under  the  Service 
Contract,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  frcxn  time  to  time. 

Section  X  -  Effective  Date 

This  Ordinance  shall  becane  effective  upon  adoption,  provided  however, 
that  Section  II  shall  becane  effective  on  a  date  to  be  designated  by  the 
Cooperative  in  a  written  notice  to  the  Town  certifying  that  the  Town's 
obligation  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  to  provide  Acceptable  Waste 
to  the  Waste  Plant  shall  carmence  on  such  date.  Notice  and  publication  of 
the  date  on  vdiich  Section  II  shall  becane  effective  shall  be  made  by  the 
Town  at  least  30  days  prior  to  such  effective  date. 

33.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  cone  before  this  meeting.

CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer  three 
major  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Dunbarton:  Home  Care,  Hospice,  and 
Health  Pranotion. 

HoTie  Care  Services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients  with 
acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and  paraprofession- 
al  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes.  Elrphasis  is  on  prcxnoting 
independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the  patient  within  the  least  restrictive 
setting. 

Hospice  Services  provide  professional  and  paraprofessional  services  to  the 
terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to  enhance 
the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she  remain  at  heme  in 
canfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  synptcm  managanent  and  skilled 
intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special  physical  and  enotional  needs. 

Health  Promotion  Services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  inccme  families  and 
individuals  to  prevent  illness  by  professional  assessment  and  screening  for 
health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent,  eliminate,  or  minimize 
the  inpact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by  anticipatory  guidance  and  health 
teaching.  Services  rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child  health,  family 
planning,  sexually  transmitted  disease,  adult  screening,  immunizations,  and  HIV 
testing  and  counseling.  Home  visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  v^en 
needed  health  care  cannot  be  given  in  the  clinic.  Senior  Health  services  are 
provided  at  congregate  housing  sites.  Professional  and  paraprofessional  hourly 
heme  services  are  provided  on  a  private  fee-for-service  basis.  Qtphasis  is  on 
premoting  healthy  children,  familes,  and  individuals  through  early  intervention 
and  health  teaching. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  heme  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Dunbarton  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  hcrre  care 
will  only  be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Ptegional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093)  betvseen 
the  hours  of  8:00am  -  7:00pm  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary  to 
start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  is  on  call  (224-4093)  7:00pm- 
8:00am. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  that  person  without  a  health  plari  \Ntio  is  unable  to  pay  the  full  charge. 
However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a  financial  statement  be 
corpleted  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person.  Town  monies  subsidize  those 
visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  is  a  member  agency  of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack 
County.

The  anount  of  unpaid 
services  rendered  was  $856.52  and  363  visits  were  inade  from  Home  Care 
and  Health  Prcmotion.

The  Selectmen  have  agreed 
to  pay  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  its  services  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  provided  that  monies  received  fran  patients  or  contract- 
ual arrangements  with  federal,  state  or  private  insurance  conpanies  will 
be  credited  against  the  sum. 

It  is  conforting  to  know  that  residents  of  Dunbarton  have  these 
services  of  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  available  to 
them. 

Any  unused  balance  of  the  requested  budgetary  appropriation  is 
retiimed  to  Unexpended  Funds  of  the  Town. 

I  urge  your  support  for  the  budgetary  appropriation  of  $1,500.00 
for  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  services.

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TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 


In  1987  the  Committee  has  ODntinued  to  devote  a  major  portion  of  its 
attention  to  possible  additions  to  the  Town  Forest  System.  Intermittent 
negotiations  have  continued  with  the  Library  Trustees  and  with  the  U.S. 
Corp  of  Engineers. 

Either  negotiation  can  be  accurately  described  as  proceeding  "with 
all  deliberate  speed"  (a  phrase  made  famous  in  a  decision  by  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  more  than  thirty  years  ago)  .  The  CCTmdttee  members  remain 
hopeful  that  a  conclusion  may  be  reached  on  one  or  both   matters  in  1988. 
We  have  concluded  that  a  lease  arrangement  for  former  Town  lands  and  other 
Stark  Pond  tracts  WDuld  not  be  desirable  fixm  the  Town  standpoint.  A 
smaller  re-acquisition  along  old  No.  77  or  rights  of  way  across  said  strip 
wDuld  be  preferable. 

The  50/50  lots  held  by  the  Canmittee  and  the  Library  Trustees  have 
been  the  site  for  an  extensive  gravel  removal.  The  Chairmen  of  the  twD 
agencies  have  cooperated  in  the  oversight  of  the  gravel  operation.  Since 
the  roTOval  of  gravel  has  been  extensive  in  this  first  year,  there  is 
concern  that  such  a  rate  might  leave  the  Town  with  a  gravel  shortage  in 
view  after  a  few  years. 

The  Gomrdttee  has  also  given  attention  to  the  possible  effects  that 
a  proposed  development  vould  have  on  a  portion  of  the  Winslow  Town  Forest. 
The  potential  detrimental  effects  range  frcm  the  likelihood  of  pollution, 
pressure  of  density  and  intensity  of  use  on  the  Forest  to  the  probable 
relocation  of  the  road  that  would  be  required  with  some  encroachment  on 
the  Town  tract.  Significant  reductions  in  scale  of  the  proposal  would  place 
less  stress  on  the  surroundings. 

The  Corp  of  Engineers  celebrated  the  first  quarter  century  of  operation 
of  the  Hopkinton-Everett  Ccmplex  in  the  sumnner  of  1987.  This  was  a  gala 
event  with  an  appropriate  deluge.  The  downpour  of  rain  lasted  for  hoixrs, 
and  gave  most  of  the  speakers  the  pretext  for  rararks  about  the  effective- 
ness of  the  flood  control  project.  As  recently  as  ;^ril  of  '87  the  basin  had 
been  filled  to  capacity  for  the  first  time  in  its  history.  The  highwater 
mark  is  clearly  shown  on  Old  Route  77  as  delineated  by  the  Corp.  The  flood 
waters  came  within  inches  of  the  spillway  on  the  Everett  Dam,  the  maximum  point 
at  v^ch  flood  waters  could  be  stored  under  control.

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DUMBARTON  PLANNING  BOARD  —  1987 


The  Planning  Board  met  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  in  1987. 
Thirteen  (13)  applications  for  subdivisions  were  presented.  Eleven  (11) 
applications  vtere   approved,  none  were  denied,  and  twD  (2)  were  still  pending 
at  year's  end.  Four  (4)  plans  were  presented  to  be  stamped  for  the  registry 
with  no  action  required  by  the  board,  three  (3)  of  these  plans  were  executed 
and  one  was  returned  for  more  wDrk.  One  (1)  application  was  received  and 
approved  for  a  subdivision  and  simultaneous  annexation  to  an  adjoining  parcel. 
Six  (6)  recamendations  for  site  suitability  were  rendered  and  the  resiiLts 
passed  on  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  one  of  these  being  the  proposed 
development  at  the  Valley  View  Country  Club.  Thirty-eight  (38)  new  lots  were 
created  by  subdivision  approvals. 

A  new  subdivision  requirement  was  added.  Now,  subdivisions  with  over 
eight  (8)  lots  must  have  a  fire  pond  with  a  dry  hydrant  or  contribute  to  the 
ip-grade  of  a  nearby  facility.  This  requirement  is  contained  in  the  sub- 
division regulations  with  the  specifications  for  the  dry  hydrant  and  access 
pad.  We  vould  like  to  recognize  Bill  Reno  for  his  efforts  on  this  addition 
to  our  regulations.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONCORD  REGIONAL 
SOLID  WASTE/RESOURE  RECOVERY  COOPERATIVE 


The  past-  year  was  a  hectic  and  progressive  one  for  the  Concord  Regional 
Solid  Waste/Resource  Recovery  Cooperative  (CRSW/RRC)  as  the  project  to  con- 
struct a  waste-to-energy  incinerator  to  serve  the  27  conmunities  in  the 
Cooperative  made  significant  progress. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  $48-million  financing  package  for  the  construction 
of  tlie  state-of-the-art  facility  was  ccmpleted  and  secured  after  lengthy 
discussions  and  negiotiations  with  bond  counsels,  financial  advisers,  industry 
officials,  conmunity  leaders,  legal  counsel,  state  officials  and  others. 

With  the  financing  in  hand,  Wheelabrator  Environmental  Systems  began 
construction  of  the  incinerator  facility  on  the  23.8  acre  site  in  Penacook 
in  August  1987.  At  the  present  time  it  is  anticipated  the  facility  will  be 
operational  by  late  summer  of  1989. 

The  Cooperative  also  decided,  after  three  years  of  operations,  to  hire 
a  full-time  project  director  to  monitor  the  construction  of  the  facility,  to 
coordinate  location  and  permitting  of  an  ash  disposal  landfill,  handle  admin- 
istrative responsibilities  and  accounting  and  to  serve  as  a  day-to-day  contact 
for  member  ccnrnunities,  state  and  federal  agencies  and  other  interested  parties. 
After  a  multi-state  search  for  a  project  director,  the  Cooperative  hired 
Ronald  H.  Ford  of  Concord,  former  Director  of  Public  Vtorks  for  the  City  of 
Concord. 

At  the  present  time  the  CRSW/RRC  is  joining  mth  Wheelabrator  Environmental 
Systems  and  the  New  Hampshire/Vermont  Solid  Waste  District  to  contract  the 
University  of  New  Hairpshire  to  conduct  a  scientific  study  of  the  affect  of 
leachate  fron  landfills.  The  results  of  this  study  will  help  our  Cooperative 
to  better  plan  its  ash  disposal  landfill  for  the  protection  of  our  residents 
in  the  generations  to  ccme. 

While  1987  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Cooperative,  1988  premises  to  be  even 
busier  as  the  Cooperative  prepares  to  continue  its  efforts  to  insure  tJie 
facility  is  constructed  in  a  timely  manner  and  our  member  conmunities  specifi- 
cally. Continued  cooperation  and  hard  work  by  our  member  ccranunities  will 
enable  us  to  bring  this  project  to  fruition  and  successful  operation.

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DUMBARTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Ccarmission  has  vorked  closely  during  the  year  with  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  Planning  Board.  Cotinission  suggestions 
for  protection  of  wetlands  were  incorporated  in  the  amendments  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  vAiich  were  approved  by  ballot  in  March.  Later  in  the  year,  at  the 
request  of  the  ZBA,  the  Canmission  inspected  wetland  areas  at  the  Valley  View 
Country  Club  (proposed  Par  4  development) .  Ca2X>l  Foss,  wildlife  consultant 
to  the  Ccnndssion,  took  part  in  this  field  trip.  In  addition  to  wetlands 
protection  at  this  site  there  has  been  concern  for  the  irtpact  of  chemical 
applications  to  the  golf  course  and  run-off  in  the  Gorham  Pond  watershed. 

Edward  White  was  appointed  to  the  Coimission  to  replace  Ronald  Lekebusch 
and  as  alternate  on  the  Planning  Board.  Other  Cotinission  members  have  attend- 
ed Planning  Board  hearings  and  meetings.  Todd  Riley  filled  the  vacancy  on 
the  Gatmission  left  by  former  chairman  Diana  Firestone's  move  to  Arizona. 

Several  dredge  and  fill  applications  were  reviewed,  fulfilling  a  statutory 
obligation  of  all  conservation  caimissions. 

Property  inspections  and  boundary  checks  have  been  made.  Each  Cormission 
monber  is  responsible  for  monitoring  one  or  more  scenic  roads,  reports  being 
made  at  the  monthly  meeting  (2nd  Wed.  at  7:30pm) . 

The  Canmission  prcmoted  Dunbarton's  participation  in  the  annual  House- 
hold Hazardous  Waste  Collection  in  Concord,  resiiLting  in  a  doubling  of  house- 
holds taking  part.  The  Camdssion  has  also  been  looking  into  solid  waste 
recycling  possibilities. 

Another  area  of  concern  is  the  advisability  of  establishing  conservation 
priorities  for  the  Town  in  connection  with  opportunities  available  through 
the  Trust  for  New  Hanpshire  Lands.  This  project  wDuld  result  in  expansion 
and  refinanent  of  the  Town's  Open  Space  Plan. 

A  high  school  student  was  again  sponsored  for  a  week  at  the  Forest 
Society's  Conservation  Cairp.  She  gave  an  enthusiastic  report  to  the  Canmission.

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DUMBARTON  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES  REPORT  —  1987 


In  March  1987,  Wayne  Mills,  President  of  t±ie  Historical  Society,  con- 
tacted the  CoTietery  Trustees.  He  found  a  historical  record  of  all  the  graves 
in  the  Pages  Comer  Canetery  and  has  donated  it  to  the  town.  With  this  record 
and  the  current  one  the  Trustees  have,  the  town  now  has  a  corplete  layout  of 
the  Pages  Comer  Cemeteiry. 

During  the  year,  the  Trustees  WDrked  on  records.  This  is  a  continuing 
process. 

All  Veteran  graves  were  flagged  for  Memorial  Day. 

Work  done  on  the  cemeteries  in  1987  in  addition  to  regular  maintenance 
included  a  second  gate  at  Pages  Comer,  the  painting  of  the  Pages  Comer  fence 
and  the  East  Cemetery  fence.  Also,  clearing  the  brush  to  the  fence  line  was 
done  in  all  three  cemeteries,  and  along  the  wall  next  to  Route  #13  at  Pages 
Comer. 

At  their  meeting  on  Decanber  15,  1987,  the  Trustees  adopted  the  following 
cemetery  regulations: 

1.  All  lot  owners  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  of  the  Cemtery  Trustees. 

2.  The  Cemetery  Trustees  shall  be  responsible  for  all  cemetery  affairs  - 
revising  rules  and  rates  as  conditions  change. 

3.  The  current  price  for  a  grave  lot  is  $125.00.  This  includes  $25.00  for 
the  lot  (deed)  and  $100.00  for  the  town  cemeteries'  maintenance  trust 
fund  or  perpetual  care.  The  price  for  a  three  foot  by  three  foot  cremains 
lot  is  $35.00  including  maintenance. 

4.  The  placonent  of  comer  stones  will  be  required  with  the  purchase  of  a 
standard  lot.  A  check  made  out  to  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  in  the  amount 

of  $155.00  will  be  deposited  by  the  town.  The  lot  owner  may  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  comer  stones  within  60  days  and  bill  the  town  for  the 
markers.  Otherwise,  the  Cemetery  Trustees  will  have  the  vrork  done,  using 
the  deposited  dollars  for  payment.  The  placement  of  comer  stones  must 
be  done  professionally  under  the  sij^aervision  of  the  Trustees. 

5.  A  concrete  vault  or  liner  is  required  for  all  burials. 

6.  No  curbing,  fencing,  hedging,  or  enclosures  of  any  .  md  shall  be  allowed 
around  any  lot.  The  Trustees  reserve  the  right  to  remove  same  if  so 
erected,  planted  or  placed. 

7.  No  change  of  grade  without  the  approval  of  the  Trustees. 

8.  No  lot  owner  shall  erect  or  place  or  cause  to  be  erected  any  manorial 
without  prior  approval  of  location  from  the  Trustees. 
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DUMBARTON  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES  REPORT  —  1987 

9.  Ml  work  done  in  the  cemeteries  shall  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Trustees. 

10.  No  breakable  containers  to  be  used  for  plants  or  flowers. 

11.  No  bicycles,  motorcycles,  snowmobiles,  off  highway  recreational  vehicles 
or  horses  shall  be  permitted  in  the  carietery. 

12.  Written  permission  from  the  Trustees  is  required  to  make  rubbings  or 
photographs  of  any  gravestone  in  the  Dunbarton  Cemeteries,  implications 
for  this  are  available  at  the  town  office  building.** 

13.  All  deeds  for  4'  x  8'  lots  in  the  Center  Cemetery  will  include  the 
following:  "Raised  monuments  may  be  erected  on  this  lot  (these  lots) 
within  the  area  defined  by  the  comer  markers.  For  the  monument's  pro- 
tection, it  may  be  necessary  to  tenporarily  wove   it  at  the  time  of  ex- 
cavation for  a  burial.  The  expense  for  the  move  will  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  owner  of  the  lot." 

14.  The  Trustees  shall  keep  all  records  as  required  by  law. 

15.  The  Trustees  shall  corpile  and  have  printed  a  list  of  rules  and  regixLations 
and  make  them  available  to  all  interested  parties. 

16.  The  cQtieteries  will  be  closed  from  the  time  of  the  first  snow,  or  v^en 
weather  conditions  require  it,  until  spring  thaw.  No  interments  will 
be  permitted  during  this  time  nor  will  the  roads  be  plowed. 

17.  Lots  to  be  sold  to  resident  familes  only. 

18.  In  case  of  hardship  special  consideration  will  be  granted  at  the  request 
of  the  Selectmen. 

**improval  will  be  granted  only  to  cotpetent  and  responsible  persons. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  detail  required  for  regiolation  #12,  the  Trustees 
wish  to  thank  Judy  Keefe  for  her  invaluable  assistance.  Judy  is  knowledgeable 
and  experienced  in  stone  rubbings.

In  addition  to  the  above,  several  zoning  changes  were  enacted  during  1987 
one  of  v^ch  added  a  condition  to  be  considered  under  Special  Exceptions  con- 
cerning vetlands.  Other  changes  concerned  definitions,  etc. 

Zoning  amendments  were  started  in  1987  for  proposed  changes  in  1988  with  re- 
gard to  Planned  Unit  Developjnents ,  acreage  requiranents  for  multi-family,  and 
certain  definitions.  These  will  be  acted  upon  in  1988. 

The  fee  schedule  for  Special  Exceptions  was  revised  during  1987  to  be  $100.00 
for  each  application  for  a  Special  Exception  with  a  $50.00  additional  fee  for 
each  unit  beyond  one.  The  Variance  fee  of  $50.00  remained  the  same.  This 
additional  money  will  be  used  for  impact  studies,  etc.  if  necessary. 

A  check  sheet  was  adopted  by  the  Board  to  be  used  when  making  decisions. 
This  form  was  developed  by  the  Town  Attorney. 

In  considering  an  appeal,  the  Board  must  act  on  the  evidence  before  it  and 
make  its  decision.   In  making  its  decision,  the  Board  often  stipulates  certain 
restrictions,  which  the  appellant  must  adhere  to.   In  any  case  involving  a  con- 
flict of  interest  with  a  Board  member,  the  Alternate  member  sits  with  the  Board 
of  Adjustment.  The  member  with  the  conflict  of  interest  is  excluded  frcm  all 
deliberations  and  the  vote  on  the  decision.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  must  act 
within  the  limits  set  by  the  Dunbarton  Zoning  Ordinance  and  enforcement  of  its 
decision  rest  with  the  Selectmen. 
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During  t±ie  year  1987,  considerable  tiine  was  spent  on  the  two  applications  for 
multi-faniily  housing  (Michel  Belanger)  and  condoninium,  golf course,  restaurant/ 
clubhouse  conplex  (Par  Fo\jr) .

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DUMBARTON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1987  has  been  t±ie  busiest  year  in  the  fire  department  history  with 
an  increase  of  34  calls  over  last  year.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  not  to 
have  had  any  serious  house  fires  in  town  in  1987. 

The  meiTibers  of  the  D.V.F.D.  will  continue  to  serve  in  the  tradition  of  being 
a  corpletely  volunteer  fire  department.  We  are  one  of  the  last  in  this  area  to 
be  able  to  say  we  receive  no  ccsipensation  for  any  time  spent  with  the  department. 
This  year  alone  members  have  spent  over  2000  hours  just  at  Monday  night  train- 
ings and  over  4500  hours  at  fire  and  rescue  calls. 

In  Septeinber  we  took  delivery  of  our  new  rescue  vehicle  v>^ch  will  be  a 
great  asset  to  the  townspeople.  The  vehicle  allows  us  to  keep  all  medical 
and  rescue  equipment  under  cover  as  this  was  not  possible  with  our  old  truck. 
Anyone  v*.o  has  seen  the  rescue  truck  vould  agree  with  us  that  the  town  seal 
hand  painted  on  the  doors  is  a  beautiful  vrork  of  art. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  your  support  on  twD  warrant  articles.  The  first 
article  request  money  for  vaccination  of  our  emt's  and  firefighters  against 
hepatitis  B,  v^ich  is  much  more  camion  and  contagious  than  other  diseases 
that  we  care  across  in  the  medical  field.  Our  second  article  request  money  be 
put  aside  in  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  punper  in  the 
future  years.  We  feel  this  is  a  better  way  to  plan  ahead  so  as  to  offset  the 
burden  on  the  tax  rate.  The  cost  of  a  class  A  punper  has  increased  a  great 
deal  since  vie   last  purchased  our  newest  one  in  1979.  Many  new  pumpers  can 
cost  as  much  as  $150,000.00. 

We  have  recently  selected  a  conrnittee  to  study  and  cone  up  with  a  plan  to 
construct  an  addition  to  our  present  station.  The  present  station  was  designed 
for  a  total  of  four  trucks  and  at  present  we  have  six  with  a  new  tanker  expected 
to  be  delivered  before  town  meeting  1988. 

I  vould  like  to  thank  all  the  men  and  warien  of  the  Fire  Etepartment,  the 
Police  Department,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  everyone  viho   has  assisted  in  our 
efforts  this  past  year  and  look  forward  to  continued  support  next  year.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  REPORT 
&  STATE  FOREST  RANGER  —  1987 

Between  July  1986  and  Jijne  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children, 
fires  kindled  without  written  peinnission  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  reg- 
ulations; however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
tax  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Concord  Forest 
Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  ^ril  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  innpact  all  forest  landowners.

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REPORT  OF  DUNBARTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  —  1987 


Again  1987  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  over  1986. 
The  need  for  more  patrol  (day  and  night  time)  is  beccming  more  and 
more  needed  as  Dunbarton  and  surrounding  towns  grow  in  population. 
This  has  a  direct  inpact  on  the  Police  budget,  not  only  wages,  but 
cruiser  maintenance,  gas,  tires  etc. 

We  are  planning  on  replacing  the  1981  Buick  with  a  new  cruiser 
to  help  keep  the  maintenance  budget  in  line. 

January  1,  1987  Dunbarton  Police  dispatch  was  taken  over  by  Bow 
Police  dispatch.  The  police  phone  number  remained  the  same.  This 
change  saved  the  Town  approximately  $1,500  and  allowed  the  officers 
to  talk  to  dispatch  from  all  points  in  Town.  We  had  a  few  areas  that 
were  very  poor  or  no  reception  before. 

Just  a  reminder  to  those  people  vte)  own  dogs,  Dunbarton  has 
adopted  the  State  of  New  Hanpshire  leash  law.

RECORD  OF  THE  ANNUAL 
MEETING  OF  THE  DUNBARTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Dunbarton  School  district  was 
called  to  order  at  8:00  p.m.  by  Leslie  G.  Hammond,  Moderator. 
After  Mr.  Zeller  led  the  assembly  in  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance,  the  Moderator  introduced  the  members  of  the 
School  Board,  School  Clerk,  and  the  Supervisors  of  the 
Checklist.  He  also  made  recognition  of  two  distinguished 
guests:  Merton  Mann,  Representative  to  the  General  Court  and 
John  Gravas,  to  whom  this  year's  Town  Report  is  dedicated. 
Then  the  Moderator  spoke  briefly  about  his  expectations  for 
the  meeting  and  procedures  to  be  followed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Lester  Hammond,  and  seconded,  that 
we  waive  the  reading  of  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant.  Motion 
passed . 

Article  1.  A  motion  was  made  by  Steven  M.  Jones,  and 
seconded,  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Two  Hundred  Thirteen  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Fifty-Eight 
Dollars  ($213,958.00)  for  the  construction  of  additions  to 
the  elementary  school  and  for  the  payment  of  furnishings, 
equipment,  architectural  and  other  fees,  site  development  and 
related  incidental  and  necessary  costs  for  such  construction 
pursuant  to  plans  and  specifications  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  School  Board,  copies  of  which  are  presently  on  file  with 
the  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  19  Office  in  Goffstown, 
New  Hampshire:  and  to  raise  such  sum  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  District  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
the  form  and  terms  of  said  bonds  or  notes  including  the  time 
and  place  for  the  payment  of  interest,  the  rate  of  interest, 
and  provisions  for  the  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes  and  all 
other  matters  in  connection  therewith  to  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  School  Board,  and  further,  to  specifically 
appropriate  to  the  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  said 
construction  any  interest  which  may  be  earned  on  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  or  notes  or  any  premium  therefrom; 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Steve  Jones  related  to  the  public  of  the 
Inadequacies/Adequacies  of  the  school  which  were  discussed  in 
great  length  on  February  4,  1987,  which  there  was  a  public 
hearing  on  said  Bond  Issue.  The  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  { LRPC )  concluded  to  go  for  an  addition  of  3,000  sf 
thereby  giving  two  extra  classroom  spaces  plus  new  space  for 
the  administrative  personnel. 
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A  motion  was  made  by  Karen  Camp,  and  seconded,  to  amend 
Article  I  to  increase  the  total  project  cost  by  Sixty-two 
Thousand  Dollars  ($62,000.00)  from  $213,958.00  to 
$275,958.00,  so  that  the  4,000  sf  addition  the  School  Board 
considered  as  a  possibility  can  be  constructed. 

That  this  Amendment  shall  be  ratified  as  stated  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  majority  so  as  not  to  jeopardize  the 
primary  motion. 

By  written  request,  five  voters  moved  that  the  question 
be  voted  on  by  secret  ballot. 

Discussion  of  the  4,000  sf  addition  was  lengthy  with 
pros  and  cons.  Mr.  Ballam  wanted  to  know  the  feelings  of  the 
School  Board  and  said  amendment.  Betty  Ann  Noyes  addressed 
this  subject  with  the  facts  that  they  would  support  the  4,000 
sf  but  did  not  present  it  as  such  in  the  Article  so  as  not  to 
defeat  the  whole  Bond  Issue.  Mr.  Ballam  also  inquired  if  we 
were  set  on  the  figure  of  $213,958.00  on  the  3,000  sf.  Mr. 
Jones  informed  him  that  this  figure  was  the  result  of  an 
architectural  study  only  and  it  would  probably  change  in 
either  direction. 

Mr.  Holm  questioned  the  need  for  additional  space  when 
student  enrollment  for  1971  was  the  same  as  this  year's. 
This  was  responded  by  the  facts  that  State  laws  regarding 
Special  Education,  Books  in  the  Library,  Nurse's  facilities. 
Professional  Staff  that  come  and  go  through  the  doors  of  the 
school  have  demanded  the  use  of  more  space  which  is  not 
available . 

Mr.  Gilbert  stated  that  the  growth  in  the  town  of 
Dunbarton  has  been  very  high  and  it  is  still  increasing  not 
only  in  our  town  but  all  over  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Bob  Ray  stated  that  we  would  definitely  see  an  increase 
in  the  enrollment  stating  taht  we  had  a  record-breaking  first 
grade  enrollment.  Steve  Jones  responded  with  the  enrollment 
figures  since  the  school  was  established:

Fred  Mullen  first  commented  on  how  it  was  so  nice  to  see 
such  a  large  crown  at  the  meeting.  He  then  proceeded  to 
comment  on  how  if  everything  the  School  Board  passes  and  the 
Points  on  the  Town  Warrant  passes;  we  will  be  forced  to  pay 
an  average  of  $900  more  on  our  already  high  tax  rate.  We 
should  also  consider  the  older  generation  who  made  the  town 
what  it  is  today  before  we  chase  them  all  away. 

A  motion  was  made  by  George  Cushman  to  Amend  the 
Amendment,  reading  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  School 
Building  Committee  and  report  back  at  the  next  town  meeting 
with  costs  for  a  Middle  School  for  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th 
grades.

Steve  Jones  reiterated  the  issues  of  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee  ( LRPC )  and  their  reasons  for  the  addition 
to  the  school.  He  also  apologized  for  the  review  of  all  the 
background  information  regarding  this  article  but  the  School 
Board  wanted  everyone  to  be  aware  of  all  the  facts. 

Betty  Ann  Noyes  then  stated  the  reasons  for  the  3,000  sf 
of  additional  space  for  which  the  School  Board  wanted  the 
community  to  approve.

She 
would  go  wherever  the  need  arises. 

Mr.  Ballam  questioned  the  teacher's  salary.  It  was 
answered  by  the  overall  salary  scale  range  of  11%  would 
benefit  the  teachers  on  the  lower  end  of  the  salary  range. 

Robert  Camp,  not  wanting  anything  cut  out  of  the  budget, 
came  forth  with  the  following:  "My  children  had  a  good 
education  in  New  York  and  one  of  our  choices  for  moving  to 
Dunbarton  was  the  school  system."  He  said,  "You  people  have 
one  of  the  finest  school  systems  in  the  United  States.  I 
hope  you  realize  that.  Some  of  you  are  townspeople  and 
haven't  had  an  opportunity  to  live  elsewhere.  I  would  pray 
that  you  not  be  shortsighted  tonight  about  what  your  children 
and  grandchildren  will  be  receiving  in  the  future." 

Gert  Dulude  then  questioned  the  number  of  full-time  and 
part-time  teachers.  The  response  was  that  we  have  6 
full-time,  1  Teacher's  Aide,  and  4  part-time  teachers. 
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Anne  Merrill  asked  if  the  board  had  made  provisions  for 
an  aide  for  the  incoming  first  grade.  Betty  Ann  Noyes 
commented  by  saying  that  the  school  has  1  aide  budgeted  which 
will  probably  be  with  Grade  2  next  year,  but  there  may  be  a 
need  for  an  aide  in  Grade  1  also  because  at  the  present  time 
27  students  are  expected  in  Grade  1  in  September.  She  ten 
added  that  if  this  happens,  money  will  have  to  be 
appropriated  from  another  area  in  the  budget  which  at  this 
point  is  "very  tight." 

In  discussing  the  teacher's  salaries,  Martha  Hammond 
explained  that  overall  the  teachers  are  receiving  an  11% 
increase  in  salaries  and  benefits.  She  said,  "They  are  a 
fine  staff,  and  the  deserve  every  penny." 

Leslie  Hammond  then  read  the  Article  again  and  it 
passed. 

Article  8  -  Leslie  Hammond  read  the  article  as  follows:

Martha  Hammond,  in  this  article,  spoke  about  the 
volunteers  at  the  school.  She  said,  "Volunteers  contribute  a 
great  deal  to  the  school  and  they  create  an  alliance  between 
the  school,  the  home,  and  the  community.  It  is  a  very 
successful  program  in  Dunbarton  and  it  saves  the  taxpayers  a 
lot  of  money."  She  then  added,  "Next  time  you  see  a 
volunteer,  say  thanks." 

George  Cushman  made  a  motion,  and  seconded,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  instruct  the  School  Board  to  investigate  the 
feasibility  of  entering  into  a  Cooperative  Middle  School  with 
the  Towns  of  Goffstown  and  New  Boston.  He  commented  on  how  a 
middle  school  would  address  the  needs  of  Grade  5  through  8. 
He  said  that  Goffstown  has  enrollment  problems,  just  as 
Dunbarton  does  and  it's  our  problem.  We  have  to  look  ahead 
to  solve  these  problems. 

Mr.  Tim  Gormley,  Superintendent  of  SAU  #19,  said  that  a 
building  committee  in  Goffstown  has  been  charged  with 
proposing  a  bond  issue  for  a  middle  school  for  1990  and  to 
present  their  proposals  at  the  1988  Goffstown  School  District 
Meeting.  He  said  that  based  on  enrollment  figures  and 
building  starts,  more  space  will  be  needed  for  Grades  1 
through  4  in  Dunbarton.  He  also  stated  that  it  would  be  more 
advantageous  for  a  student  to  enter  a  middle  school  in  Grade 
5  rather  than  in  Grade  7. 

Dave  Agans  then  said  that  we  should  have  a  voice  in  this 

decision;  it  might  save  us  a   bond   issue   in   future  years. 

There   are   two   ways   to  make  space  -  more  buildings  or  move 
kids  out. 
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The  motion  was  read  again  and  passed. 

Fred  Mullen  moved  for  a  standing  ovation  for  the   School 
Board  and  the  assembly  did  so. 

In  closing,  Betty  Ann  Noyes  remarked  "Regardless  of  the 
outcome  of  tonight's  vote,  I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  this 
tremendous  turnout,  it  does  my  heart  good.  Hope  to  see  you 
back  again  next  year." 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:53  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dunbarton: 

The  1987/88  school  year  opened  with  a  general  meeting  of 
all  school  boards  and  staff.  That  meeting  was  held  in  New 
Boston  and  served  as  the  initial  meeting  to  set  the  tone  for 
our  year  in  working  with  the  children.  This  year  our  theme 
was  "Striving  for  Excellence  in  New  Hampshire". 

In  order  to  focus  our  efforts  to  make  real  gains  towards 
excellence  in  our  schools,  the  SAU  #19  School  Board  and  all 
of  the  member  district  boards  have  identified  goals  and 
objectives  for  us  to  work  on  during  the  year.  In  attempting 
to  meet  these  goals  and  objectives,  we  have  found  ourselves 
extremely  busy  in  this  past  year  with  activities  such  as: 
curriculum  work,  building  projects,  plans  for  building 
projects,  review  of  the  new  state  educational  standards, 
completing  the  transition  of  the  John  Stark  Regional  and 
Weare  School  District  to  SAU  #24,  and  searching  for  new  staff 
due  to  increased  pupils  and  educational  programs  in  all  of 
the  member  districts  of  SAU  #19. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  determine  what  of  the  many 
staff  efforts  undertaken  in  the  schools  of  the  districts  in 
the  areas  of  curriculum  identification,  review,  and 
development  to  highlight  in  an  annual  report.  This  past  year 
has  seen  significant  work  in  two  (2)  "newer"  areas  of  the 
curriculum,  however,  and  I  would  like  to  bring  them  to  your 
attention.  They  are  Gifted  and  Talented  Education,  and 
Health  and  Wellness. 

School  space  needs  have  been  a  major  focus  of  our 
attention,  and  after  narrowly  failing  to  successfully  pass  a 
bond  issue  to  meet  present  needs  at  the  last  Annual  School 
District  Meeting,  the  School  Board  working  with  the  Town 
Selectmen  and  the  Library  Trustees  formed  an  Ad  Hoc  citizens 
committee  to  address  the  needs  of  the  town.  The  Ad  Hoc 
Community  Facilities  Study  Committee  completed  a  study  and 
recommended  that  a  building  committee  be  established  by  the 
School  Board  to  meet  not  only  the  school's  needs  for 
educational  space  but  the  community's  need  for  meeting  space. 
The  results  of  the  Building  Committee's  efforts  will  be 
presented  to  the  town  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting. 
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This  past  year  has  seen  major  changes  in  the 
administrative  team  in  SAU  #19.  Most  of  the  changes  have 
been  as  a  result  of  professional  advancement  and  career 
growth.  Assistant  Superintendent  Kenneth  Greenbaum  has 
become  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  SAU  #45,  Moultonborough , 
New  Hampshire,  and  Business  Administrator  Darrell  Lockwood 
has  become  an  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  SAU  #16, 
with  supervising  responsibilities  for  a  group  of  districts  in 
that  SAU.  This  past  year  saw  the  passing  of  Dr.  Elizabeth  C. 
O'Reilly,  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
Special  Needs.  Dr.  O'Reilly's  wisdom  and  commitment  to 
children  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  district,  its 
children,  and  myself  personally.  An  educational  scholarship 
fund  has  been  established  in  her  honor,  and  thus  she  will 
perpetually  continue  to  help  people  through  education. 

With  the  help  of  comprehensive  search  teams,  I  have  been 
able  to  present  for  nomination  and  the  SAU  #19  Board  has 
elected:  Carmine  C.  Giangreco,  Assistant  Superintendent; 
Nancy  E.  Burgess,  Business  Administrator;  and  Carol  A. 
Kingston,  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  for  Special  Needs. 

All  of  the  member  districts  in  SAU  #19,  although  unique 
in  many  respects,  have  profited  by  working  together  and 
sharing  the  ideas  of  individuals  in  a  team  effort  to  help  all 
of  our  schools  move  forward  on  the  path  toward  excellence. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  provided  me  by  the  administrators,  teachers. 
School  Board,  and  citizens  of  Dunbarton.  Without  this 
assistance  and  cooperation,  many  of  the  things  accomplished 
would  have  been  left  undone,  and  I  look  forward  to  another 
prosperous  year  --  a  year  of  continued  cooperation  and 
progress.

HEALTH  REPORT 

1986-87 

Healthy  Children  Learn  Better  is  the  motto  of  NHSN  (New 
Hampshire  School  Nurses  Association)  and  Mrs.  Holm. 

The  school  year  began  with  a  continuation  of  the 
immunization  audit  for  all  new  students.  Anyone  lacking  the 
required  immunizations  has  thirty  days  in  which  to  meet  the 
state  standards.  A  new  law  passed  in  the  spring  of  1987,  now 
required  that  all  children  be  fully  immunized  before  entering 
school  as  of  January,  1988.  The  only  exceptions  will  be  for 
medical  or  religious  reasons. 

The  School  Dental  Health  Conference  was  held  in  October. 
All  residents  of  Dunbarton,  age  three  and  up  through  sixth 
grade,  are  invited  to  participate  in  the  very  reasonable 
dental  cleaning  and  fluoride  application  program.  Our  new 
D.O.E.S.  (Dunbarton  Organized  Education  Supporters) 
volunteer,  Janice  Amarosa,  spends  many  hours  organizing  the 
schedule  for  Joyce  Prowse,  the  hygienist.  Thank  you  both  for 
all  of  your  time. 

Dental  health  classes  were  conducted   for   all   classes 

during   the  year.   Other  health  classes  include  prevention  of 

headlice,  hygiene,   nutrition,  growth   and   development   and 
preventive  drug  education. 

We  feel  the  need  to  adopt  a  comprehensive  drug  eduction, 
as  well  as  communicable  disease  education  within  the  school 
structure.  Many  hours  have  been  devoted  to  these  two  areas. 
It  is  apparent  that  Dunbarton  will  soon  have  a  comprehensive 
health  program  in  place. 

The  Goffstown  Area  Health  Curriculum  Committee  has 
disband  after  a  comprehensive  health  program  has  been  adopted 
for  the  secondary  level  student. 

The  T-Bear  Program  on  handwashing  with  emphasis  on 
disease  control,  is  in  its  second  year. 

Almost  all  students  were  screened  for  vision,  hearing, 
height  and  weight  and  referrals  were  made  as  necessary. 
Scoliosis  screening  was  done  on  all  fifth  and  sixth  graders. 

Head  checks  were  done  regularly  and  all  cases  were 
brought  under  control. 

Once  again,  the  American  Red  Cross  Basic  First  Aid 
Course  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Holm  and  Mr.  Zeller.  Each  student 
passed  the  written  and  practical  exams  and  received  a 
certificate. 
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For  the  fourth  year,  the  annual  Jump-Role  For  Heart 
Program  was  very  successful.  The  students  enthusiastically 
collect  pledges,  work  on  their  heart  fitness,  and  learn  about 
heart  fitness  for  life  through  the  educational  materials  that 
are  provided  by  the  American  Heart  Association.  We 
coordinate  the  health  and  fitness  education  with  our  gym 
teacher,  Mrs.  LaCombe.  The  students  participated  in 
Jump-Rope  for  Heart  in  March. 

Thank  you  to  all  of  the  town  citizens  who  support  this 
annual  function.  It  is  the  only  Heart  Fund  drive  in  this 
community . 

The  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  program  for  all  four 
through  six  year  old  children  was  conducted  in  May.  The 
program  is  valuable  in  detecting  possible  hearing  and  vision 
problems  at  an  early  age.  Treatment  promotes  successful 
early  learning.  The  program  is  sponsored  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Maternal  and 
Child  Health.  The  local  program  is  organized  by  Claudette 
Kettinger,  who  volunteers,  and  other  women  in  the  community 
from  year  to  year.   Thank  you  once  again. 

Dr.  Norman  Caron,  our  school  doctor,  did  fourth  grade 
and  sports  physicals.  All  children  are  offered  the  physical 
in  fourth  grade.  The  sports  physicals  are  required  annually 
for  the  children  who  participate  in  extra  curricular  sports. 
They  may  be  done  by  Dr.  Caron  or  by  your  chosen  physician. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  June.  Any  child  who 
is  six  years  old  by  September  30,  1988  may  register  for 
school. 

The  year  passed  quickly  and  I  want  to  thank  all  who 
assisted  me  in  various  volunteer  tasks.

The  above  quotes  from  an  experienced  teacher  new  to  our 
school,  two  parent  letters,  and  last  from  a  student  teacher, 
do  a  good  job  of  explaining  what  we  are  striving  for  at 
Dunbarton  Elementary  School,  excellence.  We  will  never  stop 
trying  to  improve. 

Our  philosophy  states  that  "School  is  a  place  where 
children  live  and  grow."  Every  student  is  like  one  of  our 
own  children  and  every  staff  member  is  an  important  part  of 
the  "family"  responsible  for  each  child. 

It  is  this  caring  and  thoughtfulness  in  the  hearts  of 
extremely  capable  teachers  that  makes  the  difference  here  in 
Dunbarton.  Our  teachers  each  spend  up  to  fifty  hours  or  more 
a  year  going  to  classes  and  workshops  to  keep  up  to  date  on 
all  aspects  of  teaching  and  learning.

also   a  lifetime  process.   We  should  never  stop  learning.  We

A  number  of  key  issues  have  impacted  your  School  Board 
this  year. 

At  the  SAU  level  we  dealt  with  the  replacement  of  both 
the  Business  Administrator  and  the  Assistant  Superintendent. 
The  gentlemen  departing,  Darrell  Lockwood  and  Ken  Greenbaum 
respectively,  had  become  quite  competent  and  left  very  large 
shoes  to  be  filled.  Fortunately,  this  void  is  now  being 
filled  very  adequately  by  Nancy  Burgess  and  Carmine 
Giangreco.  It  is  indeed  noteworthy  and  a  source  of  pride 
that  one  of  the  top  three  administrative  positions  in  our  SAU 
is  now  occupied  by  a  woman. 

At  our  school  Dorinda  Gibney  has  joined  the  staff  as  our 
part-time  sixth  grade  teacher  and  fourth  grade  science 
teacher  allowing  for  the  restaffing  plan  approved  by  the 
Board  last  year.  Also  certain  other  part-time  staff  people's 
time  has  been  realigned  to  meet  new  needs. 

Various  curriculum  reports  are  periodically  presented  to 
the  Board  by  our  staff,  allowing  us  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
latest  activities  in  the  classroom  and  in  other  aspects  of 
the  school's  functioning. 

However,  as  many  of  you  know  the  problems  associated 
with  the  limitations  of  Dunbarton's  town  buildings  and  school 
have  never  gone  away  since  the  last  town  meeting. 

Happily,  your  elected  town  officials  were  able  to  join 
together  to  devise  an  approach  which  would  be  intended  to 
present  a  joint  unified  plan  to  the  public  for  the  mutual 
resolution  of  space  needs. 

Meetings  began  and  continue,  ultimately  leading  to  the 
establishment  of  working  committees  which  broaden  community 
input  and  involvement,  and  help  to  spread  the  feeling  of 
shared  concern  and  support  toward  the  accomplishment  of 
mutual  goals. 

As  a  result,  your  school  board  members  now  move  forward 
presenting  plans,  supported  actively  by  both  governmental 
entities,  the  Selectmen,  and  the  School  Board. 

The  basic  concept  of  a  joint  facility  which  would  allow 
for  the  much  needed  growth  of  the  school  and  its  programs  as 
well  as  the  town's  need  for  a  more  appropriate  meeting 
facility  and  related  space  comes  to  the  fore. 
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By  presenting  this  joint  approach,  the  town  can  benefit 
by  a  more  efficient  use  of  space,  financial  resources  and 
functions.  Much  of  the  proposed  space  would  be  multi-use, 
flexible  and  allow  for  more  folks  who  previously  were  not 
used  to  enjoying  what  our  school  has  to  offer,  an  opportunity 
to  visit  and  become  comfortable  in  the  place  where  our 
children  spend  a  major  portion  of  their  lives. 

We  on  the  Board  will  continue  to  work  toward  the 
perceived  best  interest  of  the  town.  We  solicit  and  welcome 
your  input.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  us  with  your 
concerns.

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The  Town  of  Dunbarton  was  first  granted  in  1735  by  Governor  Jonathan 
Belcher  as  Gorhamtown.  It  was  regranted  by  Governor  Benning  Wentworth  in 
1748  as  Starktown  after  the  father  of  General  John  Stark,  The  charter  of 
Dunbarton,  named  after  Dunbarton  in  Scotland,  was  signed  by  Governor 
Benning  Wentworth  on  August  10,  1765. 

Dunbarton  is  located  in  Merrimack  County,  bounded  by  Goffstown  to  the 
south,  Weare  to  the  west,  Hopkinton  to  the  north.  Bow  and  Hooksett  to  the 
east. 

From  1765  until  1822  v^en  the  town  of  Hooksett  was  incorporated,  the 
bounds  of  Dunbarton  went  to  the  I^rrimack  River.
